This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b), filed October 14, 2003 and supplemented by 
facsimile transmission on November 25, 2003, to revive the above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
Notice to File Missing Parts of Application (Notice) mailed January 8, 2003. The Notice set a period 
for reply of two (2) months from the mail date of the Notice. No extensions of time under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, the above-identified application became 
abandoned after midnight March 8, 2003. 

In response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, petitioner submitted with the instant petition $665 for 
the petition to revive fee, $740 for four (4) months extension of time, oath/declaration, $385 for the 
small entity basic filing fee, $65 for the late filing of the oath/declaration, and $387 for claim fees. 

Since the requirements for a grantable petition have been met, the petition is GRANTED . 

An extension of time under 37 CFR 1. 136 must be filed prior to the expiration of the maximum 
extendable period for reply. See In re Application of S. . 8 USPQ2d 1630, 1631 (Comm'r Pats. 1988). 
Accordingly, since the $740 extension of time submitted with the petition on October 14, 2003 was 
subsequent to the maximum extendable period for reply, this fee is unnecessary and will be credited to 
petitioner's deposit account.
